Nebogatotf joining Rojest­ 
vensky before the fateful struggle 
opens lukewarm interest is deepening 
into anx iety. 
According to the Tokio 
correspondent of a news agency a 
momentous 
war conference lasting 
five hours was held there on Wednes­ 
day, attended by the elder statesmen, 
the premier and ministers. 
It is not 
difficult to conjecture the nature of 
the council’s deliberations. 
Tokio 
correspondents 
state 
that 
J apan has 
addressed a protest to 
France on the Russian Pacific squad­ 
ron’s presence in Kamranh bay, but 
that France has not yet replied. 
One 
correspondent at Tokio declares that 
a J apanese fleet is ready to sail for 
Kamranh bay. 
A Hong Kong corre­ 
spondent states that 
two steamers 
which passed close» to Kamranh bay 
on Sunday report that no Russian 
vessels were ihen visible. 
No news 
however; has yet reached I^ondon to 
show that 
the Russ ans have left 
Kamranh bay. and it is assumed that 
they a»*e still there. 
The Morning Post, commenting on 
the situation, contends that it is a 
matter of urgent importance, especial 
ly considering Great Britain's world­ 
wide naval interests, to endeavor to 
secure a more definite international 
agreement on the question of neutral 
ity, of the use of neutral waters by 
belligerents.

The J ewish feast of the Passover, 
the greatest celebration iu the Hebrew 
church, ocmmemoraling the deliver 
ance of the children of Israel from the 
smiting hand of the angel of death as 
he passed over the land of Egypt began 
at ft o ’clo ck last evening and will con 
tinne eight days, ending at 6 p. m. on 
Thursdcy of nex t week. 
This is the 
feast of “ matza,” 
the 
unleavened 
bread. 
Ttio first two and last two 
days of tbe feast will be observed 
with special services in the households 
of J ewish families, the old customs 
being most strictly adhered to by the 
orthodox 
J ews. 
The 
progressive 
J ews, while taking notice of the feast 
are less rigid in its observance. 
Each evening J ewish families will 
gather around their tallies with several 
sv tn bote 
before 
them—no leavened 
bread, symbolical of tbe deliverance 
of the children of Israel from Egypt; 
bitter herbs, symbolical of the sever© 
sufferings the Israelites endured while 
they were slaves in # Egypt; a lamb 
bone, symbolical of the paschal lamb 
sacrificed in the ancient temple the 
af ternoon preceding the festival of tin 
leavened bread, which in turn com 
incinerated the saving of the lives of 
tbe first born Israelites wben the fisrt 
born of the Egyptians were slain ; and 
an egg, symbolical of the usual festi­ 
val 
sacrifice.. Usuallv the head of 
the family 
narrates 
the 
principal 
events connected with the ex odus from 
Egypt and the recital is interspersed 
with psalms 
and 
hymns of prahe 
aud thanksgiving.

Need of proper ventilation has be­ 
come so great iu many of the factor­ 
ies, school houses and other bnildings 
where many people are forced to spend 
much of their time, that it is causing 
no small amount of concern to State 
Factory Inspector McAbee. 
He has been conducting an investi­ 
gation throughout the State for the 
last few weeks, and has decided that 
something must be done to relieve the 
alarming conditions. 
He points out 
that the question of poor ventilation 
is seldom an important one in the sum­ 
mer months, and he will take advan­ 
tage of the opportuniv to formulate 
plans to relieve the situation. 
For the most part factories are well 
ventilated, because of the fact that 
strictly speaking they are seldom built 
air tight. 
However, the great bnild­ 
ings erected in the larger cities, where 
a number of small manufacturing es­ 
tablishments may locate 
are being 
built in such a manner that the ques­ 
tion of ventilation becomes as fully 
alarming there as it does in the print­ 
ing establishments, school rooms, etc. 
During his course of investigation 
of factories over the State, Mr. Mc­ 
Abee was asked by a number of public 
school principals to look 
into 
the 
matter of ventilation in their school 
buildings. 
In one city he found the 
presence of twenty-nine parts of car­ 
bonic gas when there should be not 
more than five parts in every 10,000. 
Outdoor air lias only three parts of 
the gas present. 
Mauy other school­ 
rooms, factories, etc., were found to 
have seventeen parts of the deadly gas 
present, while from twelve to fifteen 
parts of rebreathed atmosphere were 
almost invariably 
found. 
Properly 
ventilated rooms are so arranged that 
te air changes seven times every hour. 
Mr. McAbee says: “ Many of the 
buildings are not built with a view 
to ventilation, while the janitor uu- 
wittingly plays the part of the heavy 
villain in many instances. 
In one ot 
the schools where the conditionsjw*ere 
found ex ceedingly bad, I found the 
ventilators all turned off. 
The prin­ 
cipal informed him that the janitor 
had done this and forbid anyone to 
touch them. 
He evidently preferred 
to see the building full of foul air 
rather than build fires.”

are 
conducted iu a unique w*ay. 
It is 
well known by 
every 
student 
of 
chemistry that the presence of car- 
bouic acid gas in clear lime water 
will form a heavy white precipitate. 
The factory 
inspector 
carried

arnt by taking a quantity of air from 
a room can tell how much carbonic 
gas is present by the amount of air 
uecessary to pass through the lime 
water 
before all the precipitate is 
formed. 
Mr. McAbee lias a plan under con­ 
sideration 
which 
he believes will 
remedy the evil of poor ventilation 
without 
causing a heavy draught. 
This method is to form a sheetiron 
casing about the steam heaters of a 
building in such a way that the air is 
heated before it reaches the occupants 
of the room

The Motor Vehicle act of the last 
legislature/now iu force, limits the 
speed at which automobiles may be 
run to eight miles per hour in the 
business and closely built up propor­ 
tions of any city of tbe State, fifteen 
miles in other portions ofsuch cities 
and twenty miles an hour outside of 
such cities. 
Automobiles must be provided with 
good and efficient brakes, a suitable 
bell, honoi other signal and persons 
operating them shall upon approach­ 
ing persons riding, leading or driving 
a horse upqn a public higehwav, sig 
nal such jiersons and give them a rea­ 
sonable time to prepare for the pass- 
ing of the automobile. 
Any person operating an automobile 
upon meeting any one riding, leading 
or driving a horse upon a public high­ 
way, upon request or signal by any 
such person putting up the hand from 
any such person so riding, immediate­ 
ly bring his automobile to a stop and 
remain stationary a reasonable length 
of time to allow such horse to pass; 
and upon overtaking such person the 
operator of any motor vehicle when 
signaled as above provided shall re­ 
duce the speed of his automobile and 
before passing shall allow a reasonable 
time for such animal to be driven to 
one side uf the road. 
The driver of 
any horse shall upon meeting an auto­ 
mobile, drive to the right so as to give 
said automobile one-half of the travel­ 
ed portion of the road. 
Every* owner of an automobile is 
required to file with the Secretary of 
State a statement, giving his name 
ami address, with a description of the 
vehicle to be registered on a blank 
furnished 
bv 
said 
secretary. 
The 
tiling fee is one dollar, and the Secre­ 
tary shall forthwith deliver to the 
owner of such vehicle 
a 
seal 
of 
aluminum or 
other suitable metal, 
circular in form and two inches iu 
diameter, stamped with the 
words 
“ Registered in the office of the secre­ 
tary of State of Indiana under the 
motor vehicle law, No, —, ’’ with the 
registration number inserted therein, 
which seal shall be at all times dis­ 
played on the automobile. 
Every automobile shall also at all 
times have the number assigned to it 
by the Secretary of State displayed on 
the back of such automobile in such a 
manner as to be plainly visible, the 
number to be in 
Arabic numerals, 
each 4 inches in height and also the 
fist three letters of the State name, 
■mcti letters to be 2 inches in height. 
Violation of any of the provisions 
of this act is punishable by fine not 
ex ceeding fifty dollars.

The gov ernm ent’s report, 
just m ade public, shows the condition 
ot w in ter w heat at the beginning of 
A pril to be 91.6, as com pared w ith 
76.5 a t the sam e tim e in 1904, and 83.1 
as the av erage of the past ten years. 
As the area under cultiv atio n is 31, 
155.000 acres, as com nared w ith a little 
less 
than 
27,000,000 in 
1904, 
the 
chances for a big w heat yield this 
year are excellent, though m uch w ill 
depend on the am ount of spring w heat 
w hich is harv ested. 
W heat is not the co un try ’s greatest 
grain crop. 
C orn is the im perial pro ­ 
duct of the A m erican farm . 
F o r the 
past tew years corn lias av eraged m ore 
than tw ice as high as w heat in aggre 
gate v alue. 
As estim ated by the d e­ 
partm ent of ag riculture, the v alue of 
the c o un try ’s corn crop on the farm 
011 D ecem ber 1, 1904, was a little ov er 
$ 1,000,000,000, w hile 
tha t of w heat 
was $510,000,000. 
In m ost of the re ­ 
cent prev ious years w heat Mas farther 
below corn in m arket v alue chan it 
was in 1904. 
H ow ev er, the fav orable 
outlook for w in ter w heat, w hich far 
exceeds spring w heat acreage and pro ­ 
duction, is v ery pleasing to the coun­ 
try. 
I 11 these ciays of business prosjierity 
it w ill be especially encouraging to 
hav e good crojis of the chief products. 
Last year 
mail© a 
v ery 
fav orable 
show ing on the c o un try ’s farm s. 
B ut 
the av erage of in d ustrial ac tiv ity last 
year was m uch below' tha t of 1905. 
The c o un try ’s factores and m ines 
were not so busy then as they are now. 
R ailw ay traffic was not nearly so great 
as it is today. 
Bauk clearings were 
far below present figures. 
Good crops 
this year w ill enable the country to 
score new “ highests” in general busi­ 
ness expansions. 
In 1904 the product 
of the c o un try ’s farm s 
reached an 
aggregate 
of 
about 
$5,000,000,000. 
This was an im mense asset in the sum 
of the c o un try ’s activ ities in 
tha t 
year. 
The g reat 
grain 
and 
other 
crops do not form quite sucli a large 
part of the people’s new w ealth as they 
did tw enty years ago. or ev en ten 
years ago, but good tim es on the farm 
tend to add m aterially to the co un try ’s 
pro sperity .— St.

INTERESTING DECISION 


State 
Supreme Co urt 
Hands 
Do wn 


Opinio n in Oil Cases 


Indianapolis. 
Ind., 
April 
20.—The 
suprem e co irt has handed down two 
decisions of special interest to busi­ 
ness men. 
For the first tim e it has 
decided what the term “oil in paying 
quantity” m eans. 
The decision was 
In the case of H. B. Carrell against 
the M a^hatt^n O'! company in which 
the lower court aw arded him Judg­ 
ment for dam ages am ounting to 
875. 
According to the lease the com­ 
pany was to drill fiv e wells on his 
property if oil was found in paying 
quantity. 
The com pany claim ed that 
the first well did not pay enough to 
w arrant it tn drilling m ore and the 
suprem e court held this a proper de­ 
fense. 
The suprem e court holds that 
corporations organised under special 
laws enacted prior to the adoption of 
the present state constitution in 1852 
absolutely ceased to exist when the 
term for which 
they were organised 
expired. 
The decision was an appeal 
by the Am erican Cannel Coal com 
pany which was organized In 
1837 
for a term of fifty years. 
It claim ed a 
right to fire clay deposits in Perry 
county. 
The suprem e court rev ersed 
a Judgm ent of the lower court in its 
fav or holding it ceased to exist in 1887 
as a corporation, and therefore could 
not bring suit as one 


F ntil the suprem e court renders a 
decision on the constitutionality of 
the anti-cigarette law it is probable 
that it will not be generally effectiv e 
For instance. Police Judge W hallon 


of Indianapolis holds that it does not 
prohibit sm oking or priv ate ow ner­ 
ship of cigarettes or the “ m akings,” 
but on the other hand a num ber of 
judges who are also good law yers are 
fining men for sm oking and for hav ­ 
ing cigarettes 
in 
their 
possession. 
The attorney general in the m ean­ 
tim e refuses to commit him self fully 
until the m atter comes to him in 
a regular channel, which m eans that 
a decision will be asked from the 
suprem e court. 
Judge W hallon’s pos­ 
ition is interesting. 
He said the penal 
statutes m ust be strictly construed 
and the Intention of the statute clear 
ly defined by the act Itself. “ If It had 
been intended,” he said, “that the law 
should apply to sm okers It would hav e 
been v ery easy to hav e inserted the 
words: 
‘smoking, or hav ing in one's 
possession 
for sm oking.' 
The two 
clauses m ust be read together. 
The 
first applies to regularly established 
dealers and the second to the inciden­ 
tal sales or priv ate sales by Indiv id­ 
uals. 
Therefore the law can not on 
its face, apply to sm okers who hav e 
cigarettes for their own use.” 
The 
decision has lifted the bars for tb<* 
cigarette brigade and it is likely there 
will be nearly as much sm oking as 
ev er on the streets here for the police 
will be helpless to stop It unless the 
suprem e court decides that the law 
not only prohibits the sale and m anu­ 
facturing of cigarettes, but the sm ok­ 
ing and priv ate ow nership of them. 
Superintendent K ruger, of the police 
departm ent, 
was 
disappointed 
ov er 
the decision but he expected it. 
He 
said it will now be im possible to stop 
young boys. 


R equests continue to pour in on At­ 
torney G eneral M iller * for construc­ 
tion of m any points in the new muni­ 
cipal code. It seem s there are a thou­ 
sand and one things about it that are 
not understood. 
Inquiry from many 
cities of the fifth class as to w hether 
or not the m ayors hav e the right un­ 
der the new code to remov e regularly 
elected officers and appoint their suc­ 
cessors has resulted in the prepara­ 
tion of an opinion in the attorney 
general's office to the effect that the 
regularly elected officers shall be per­ 
m itted to serv e out their term s. 
At 
the expiration of the term s of the 
officials affected by the decision they 
will be appointed by the m ayor and 
will be directly responsible to him for 
their actions. 
The attorney gener­ 
al’s opinion was giv en at the request 
of City A ttorney C. N. Cooper of Col­ 
umbus, who understood that Mayor 
McCormack of that city contem plated 
rem ov ing a num ber of local officials 
,.nd appointing their successors ac­ 
cording to the new m unicipal code. 
A nsw ering these querrles relativ e to 
the code is taking alm ost the entire 
tim e of one deputy. 


AWAITING REINFORCEMENTS 


Ro jestv ensky Ex pecting Early Arriv al 
o f Third Squadro n. 
Toklo. April 20.—Although not re­ 
ported directly. It is believ ed that the 
Russian 
Pacific squadron continues 
the occupation of K aroranh bay or 
some other port of Annam. w here it is 
expected to rem ain until Joined by the 
third Pacific squadron. 
The report that Adm iral R ojestv en­ 
sky Is m aintaining a patrol and exam ­ 
ining neutral shipping off K am ranh 
bay increases the irritation toward 
France for perm itting the use of that 
port as a baRe of operations. 
The Japanese gov ernm ent continues 
silent regarding the representations 
on this subject which hav e been made 
to France. 
The press, howev er, con­ 
tinues its agitation against France, 
dem anding v igorous action.

In Zagori- 
cham. prov ince ot K oritsu, early this 
month G reeks fell upon and killed 
more than 130 Bulgarians, and in Ku- 
manov o. 
prov ince of Uskub, Turks 
hav e killed sev eral Serv ians. 
Thus 
it is seen that all nationalities and 
C hristians 
and

tinue fighting each other, while T ur­ 
key seem s unable or not desirous of

transmitted the nine resignations to 
Secretary Hitchcock with the recom­ 
mendation that they be accepted and 
Mr. Hitchcock took the desired action 
without delay . 
Both the secretary and 
the commissioner declare that the in­ 
cident is closed. 
This, howev er, is 
not in accordance with the claim of 
the resigned examiners who a ssert
